Engine Room—Heart of Boat ' 


'T"HE engine room, far down in the bottom 
* 
of the ship, is the most inspiring place of 


all. The steady beat of the mighty machin- 
ery that keeps the ship moving in weather 
fair or foul is an awesome sight. The "George 
Washington," although once remodeled, has 
not yet been made an oil-burner. The stokers 
shoveling coal into the red fiery furnace like 
human machines made the "Hairy Ape" seem 
a possible character, although the stokers we 
sa\v were quifj like other hard working men. 
They receive something like SOO a raonth, if 
I remember rightly. They work in four-hour 
shifts, eight hours out of twenty-four. 


The chief engineer of the "George Washing- 


ton" is a fine, upstanding, experienced man. 
He told us that all the men working in his 
department, except the stokers who must be 
taken wherever they can be found, were citi- 
zens of the United States, Their wages seem-, 
ed low compared with present day standards, 
but they have their keep, which makes >» big 
difference.

and

•was tHfe statement made by Sir 
Paul 
Vinogradoff, 
professor 
of 


jurisprudence at Oxford, who lec- 
tured in Bascom hall yesterday on 
"The Liabilities'of the State as to 
Compensation for Damages." 


"The only way for a citizen to 


secure compensation in the days 
when the state was the sovereign 
power was to ask his king for 
grace and to 
petition for his 


rights," Professor 'Vinogradoff ex- 
plained. 
State Officers Liable for Wrongs 


"A change of doctrine took place 


and, 
although the state could not 


be liable for wrongs, the officers 
of the state could, be liable," he 
said. 


The famous Bankers' case of the 


reign of Charles II in which the 
king was sued for debts of a mil- 
lion pounds was cited by Professor 
Vinogradoff 
as 
illustrating 
the 


origin of the question. The speak- 
er drew parallels from the English 
and French courts 
to show the 


change in interpretation. 


"An attempt was made to estab- 


lish a water-tight compartment be- 
tween the civil ability and the poli- 
tical ability," he said referring to 
the problem 
as 
upheld 
by 
the 


French courts. 


Individuals Burdened 


"The doctrine placing the pay- 


ment of compensation upon the of- 
ficers of the state put an enor- 
mous burden upon the individuals. 
The right of compensation thus 
would be an empty word, an illu- 
sion," Professor Vinogradoff sum- 
marized. 


A capacity audience heard Pro- 


fessor Vinogracoff's lecture. 
The 


noted economist is in Madison for 
the first time 
in sixteen years, 


Prof. Carl Russell Fish mentioned 
in introducing bim. He was 'known 
at the time of his first appearance, 
chiefly as professor of history at 
Moscow.

In 
the name of "economy," it is proposed to 
abolish the work. 


The greatest and .most VALUABLE 


thing in this world is human life. Col- 
lateral with human life as the world's 
greatest economic factor is good health. 
The person who is sick is a liability to 
society. The person who has not the 


I health to take his or her place as pro- 
jfdncing member becomes a charge upon 


society. 


The fundamental principle underlying 


public health nursing is to reach the 
child before it has gone too far along the 
road to poor health and to point the child 
along paths that will lead to good health 
and strong and vigorous manhood or 
womanhood. For each child reclaimed, a 
contribution which cannot be easily 
measured in dollars and cents has been 
made to society. 


The Capital Times is opposed to the 


movement to abolish county nurse work. 
We shall, from time to time, acquaint 
the people of Dane county with the great 
work that is being done by the two pub- 
lic nurses. We shall endeavor to point 
out what a poor investment it would be 
for Dane county to "save" $5,000 and 
then allow things to drift in the old way 
and thereby bring liabilities to Dane 
county many times in excess of $5,000. 


We hope that the county board will not 


sanction any proposal designed to aban- 
don this constructive work.

•K. LLOYD GEORGE'S tour is not

South Africa, or the Falkland Islands, so 
the inhabitants of those various sections 
of the British Empire will have to miss, 
for the present, the exhilarating assur- 
ance, on the highest of all authorities, 
that the assistance they rendered at a 
critical moment saved civilization. The 
lack of this testimonial will perhaps be 
endured with the more equanimity from 
the fact that almost every day makes it 
more doubtful whether the war saved 
civilization after all. That there was 
nothing final about it seems, indeed, to 
be the one conviction that today unites 
these who preached it as a holy crusade. 
Mr. Lloyd George says at Toronto that 


. he had hoped the last war would have 


put an end to war, but he sees imminent 
the 'menace of an even greater catas- 
trophe unless the British'Empire, by in- 
creasing her own strength, can "teach 
the world to keep out of war." And Lord 
Grey warns a London audience' that it is 
"not so indisputably true yet" that in 
the last war militarism was defeated. 
That would depend on the answer to the 
question whether the peoples of Europe 
had been so penetrated, by the experi- 
ence of the last war, with the sense that 
war was a great disaster that they 
would in future Kettle their disputes by 
some other means. If militarism, he 
ad.ded, was to gain ascendancy over the 
spirit of those .who won the last war, it 
would not have been defeated but would 
have won. That "if" was a pleasant 
euphemism.
